529 he allegedly owed. 

The defendant, who lives at 
6258 Delor street, testified on di- 
rect examination that his tax re- 
turns were prepared by an at- 
torney, whom he named. He said 
he had no specific knowledge of 
the accuracy of the returns and 
explained that he “trusted my 
employes.” 

Invoices were permitted to ac- 
cumulate on a washroom shelf in 
1945 because Gros was too busy 
to give them attention, the wit- 
ness related. “I worked from 5 
| a.m. to 11 p.m. and didn’t give as 
much attention to the books as | 
'I should,” he observed. 


He denied that he ever told his | | 


‘employes to omit entries from 
‘the books, as the Government 
|charges. He said he instructed a 
woman clerk to give all sales 
tickets to him, and he made the 
entries after the tickets accumu- 
lated for two or three months. 

In preliminary testimony, Gros 
told the jury he was born in Ger- 
many and educated .there. He 
started his business here in 1928, 
fand became a naturalized citizen 
in 1938. 

The second count, which 
charged Gros with undefstating 
his income by $13,242 in 1946, 
was withdrawn by Assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorney William J.

BILL WOULD BAR 


BROADCASTING OF 
ADS FOR WHISKY 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)— 
A bill that would bar broadcast- 
ing of whisky advertising over 
radio and _ television—but not 


beer or wine ads—is before Con- 
gress. Introduced yesterday by 
Senators Johnson (Dem.), Col- 
orado, and Case (Rep.), South 
Dakota, it carries penalties not 
only for radio and TV operators, 
but also certain makers and sell- 
ers of whisky.

Mademoiselle Andree-Clairé 
Montboissies, known with respect 
and admiration by the fighting 
French infantryman as “Pepita,” 
is the only woman with the U.N. 
forces on the 145-mile Korean 
nt. 


During the battle of Heartbreak 
Ridge, Pepita climbed the bloody 
slope behind the men of the 
French battalion—in her opinion 
their darkest hour in the Korean 
war. 


She cut red-tape in Tokyo to 


stay with the French forces up /}. 


front. She is a sister to every 
French soldier who has quarreled 
with his sweetheart, who is wor- 
ried over a sick mother, or who 
just doesn’t like his job. 


Officially Pepita is the social 
assistant for the French battalion.

Two Presidents of the United. States have 
served in Congress after their executive terms. 
John Quincy Adams (1825-29) was elected to 
the House from Massachusetts in 1830 and 
served in eight successive Congresses for a total 
of 17 years. Of this public-spirited contribu- 
tion, the Dictionary of American Biography says: 
“At the time of Adams’ election no member 
had sat in the House who possessed such varied 
experience and appropriate qualities.” 

Andrew Johnson (1865-69) was elected to the 
Senate from Tennessee in 1874. His return in 
March 1875, to the Senate, which he had left 
in 1862, brought him‘a great personal ovation. 
In the same session he made a notable speech, 
marked for courageous honesty. 
went far to vindicate Johnson, after the bitter 
impeachment proceedings, in the eyes of the 
country.

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What a Surprise 

Maybe some of the lay observers of the sport- 
ing world failed to be surprised by the Greatest 
Surprises of 1951, as listed by sports writers

have raised eyebrows higher than goal posts, yet 
was not listed. 

This was the fact that even before the football 
season began, the appointed experts voted the 
Tennessee University team the best in the coun- 
try, yet when the season ended, the same ex- 
perts could still vote Tennessee in first place 
without blush or apology. Of course, the team 
was clobbered in the Sugar Bowl, but then that 
was in 1952 and presumably does not count. 

The 1951 season ended as it began, with the 
fulfillment of a solid expert prediction, all con- 
sistency and light. That, we think, is a surprise. 
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Inflation Threat Postponed 


President Truman’s economic report gives a 
measure of the lag in defense spending. In 


‘the economic report of last July, total security 


outlays, including foreign aid, were. scheduled 
to reach a rate of 52 billion dollars a year by 
the end of 1951, and 65 billion by mid-1952. 


According to the new report, the present rate is 


45 billion and achievement of the 65-billion 
goal has been postponed until the end of 1952. 

This lag in defense spending is probably a 
major reason for the easing of inflationary pres- 
sures. Another major reason, as the President’s 
report notes, is the failure of consumer spend- 
ing to reach expected levels. 

With Government demand and consumer de- 
mand somewhat less than had been expected, a 
Jetup of inflationary pressure is a natural re- 
sult. But it would be a mistake, as the President 
makes clear, to suppose that the danger of in- 
flation has been surmounted. It has only been 
postponed. ° 

A slight change in consumer psychology could 
renew the pressure. As defense production 
bottlenecks are broken the pace of military 
spending could renew it. A relaxation of wage 
stabilization standards in the steel case might 
renew it. And so the wise national policy is to 
maintain controls and continue the tax and 
fiscal policies which are essential to restrain 
inflation. 

The President indicates that he will ask for 
about five billion dollars in additional tax rev- 
enue in some form, but his present report is 
not as emphatic about balancing the budget as 
the one of last July. Then he said: “There is 
no more important single measure for combat- 
ting inflation than the maintenance of a bal- 
anced budget.” Now he accepts the prospect of 
an eight-billion-dollar deficit for this year and 
a 16-billion-dollar deficit for next year. Even 
if Congress accepted his tax recommendations, 
which appears most unlikely, the 1952 deficit 
would not be affected and the 1953 deficit would 
only be dented. 

This, moreover, is not the whole story. Mr. 
Truman says the program he is submitting will 
call for a further increase in the rate of security 
outlays during calendar 1953. In other words, 
he intends to ask Congress to commit itself now 
to a program which would bequeath to the next 
President either a deficit running well beyond 
16 billion or the obligation to impose new taxes.

Britain and Bankruptcy 


As Winston: Churchill returns from Canada: 


for his address to Congress, he must be think- 
ing of little else but the economic crisis cor- 
fronting Britain. The comment from The Eeon- 
omist which we reprint today gives a sign of 
the gravity with which the crisis is viewed in 
London. | 

The basic fact is. that Great Britain and the 
other countries of the sterling area, that is the 
Coinmonwealth dominions with the exception of 
Canada, face a monetary crisis greater than that 
of 1949 when the pound was devalued from 
$4.03 to $2.80. And this time there is no Mar- 
shall Plan or other substantial American aid 
ready to hand. : 

At the core of the crisis is the depletion of 
the sterling area’s gold and dollar reserves. At 
the end of the last quarter of 1951, these had 
been reduced to $2,335,000,000. In those three 
months alone, they had fallen by $940,000,000. 
At this rate, all the gold and dollars would be 
gone in a little more than six months. 


The chief reasons for this unfavorable finan- 
cial trend are the high prices Britain has been 
paying for imports, and the decline in the dol- 
lars brought in by exports. Military stockpiling 
accounts for much of the increase in imports. At 
the same time, the United States has sharply 
reduced purchases of Malayan rubber and tin, 
holding out for lower prices. 

Great Britain also has incurred a deficit in 
her trade with Europe. In December, she bought 
nearly $150,000,000 more from the Continent 
than she sold there. And so far, she has paid 
only about half of the difference. ECA guaran- 
tees of amounts lost by Britain in dealing with 
the European Payments Union do not begin to 
close this gap. And then, there are such items 
as the $176,000,000 just paid by Britain on her 
United States and Canadian loans. 

Some reductions in overseas buying already 
have been ordered. But the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, Richard Butler, still faces an enor- 
mous problem—all the more so because Britain 
has not been squandering her resources. As 
everybody knows, British life has long been on 
the austerity level, and grim enough. 


But even greater austerity lies ahead if the 
British are to live up to Mr. Churchill’s promise 
in Ottawa that Britain does not intend to live 
on her friends and relatives.

Labor in a Transit Plan 
Not infrequently a labor union feels it may 
get better treatment under private than under 
public management. There are reasons for this 
which may lie behind the hasty objections to a 
publicly-owned transit system by Arthur J. Car- 
roll, head of the AFL streetcar and bus union. 


His union may not be entirely satisfied with 
its relations with Public Service Co., but it has 
learned it can get wage increases from time to 
time, and that the company can pass the cost on 
to the public in terms of higher fares. Would a 
public transit system be so willing to forward the 
bill to the public? 


No doubt the union also is aware of the De- 
troit transit labor case. The Michigan Supreme 
Court a few days ago upheld severe penalties 
against employes who struck last summer against 
the city-owned transit system. If transit em- 
ployes as public employes are expected to sur- 
render the strike privilege, what compensation 
would they get in return to guarantee decent 
working conditions? 


If these are Mr. Carroll's considerations, they 
are not unanswerable. But before any board of 
freeholders can devise plans for public owner- 
ship, the board will have to explore matters of 
wages, hours, pensions and working conditions 
generally. These are essential cost items, and 
beyond that, fair treatment of employes be- 
comes a matter of public concern when the 
employes work for the public.

GREATER NEED CITED 
FOR POLIO DONATIONS 


Foundation Owes $5,000,000 
From 1951, March of Dimes. 
Chairman Says. 


The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis has been un- 
able to meet many debts incurred 


in its fight against polio and now 
owes $5,000,000 on last year’s 
bills, Postmaster Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, chairman of the city-coun- 
ty March of Dimes, said today. 

“IT have no doubt,” Dickmann 
said, “that most of the people in 
this area already have joined the 
March of Dimes at least once. But 
in the interest of the welfare of 
our local boys and girls, I suggest 
that we all give again as a token 
of our awareness of the great 
need this year.” 

Dickmann said that by the end 
of 1951 the nation had recorded 
132,000 polio cases in four years. 
During that time, he said, the 
National Foundation and its chap- 
ters spent $79,000,000 for patient 
care alone. 

That amount compares with 
an expenditure of $41,000,000 in 
March of Dimes funds for the 
same purpose in the entire previ- 
ous 10 years. 

He explained that rising incl- 
dence, rising costs and an in- 
crease in the number of long- 
term cases are making necessary 
much greater expenditures by the 
National Foundation, which has 
helped in whole or in part four 
out of every five persons stricken 


by polio.

| Springfield and Edward V. Long 
of Bowling Green, members of 
the committee who made the com- 
plaints, charged the new regula- 
tions are so worded that if the 
borrower already has insurance 
on property offered as security 
for the loan, the small loan com- 
pany cannot make the loan. 

On the -other hand, they said, 
banks are allowed under state 
regulations to require borrowers 
to carry insurance on automo- 
biles or personal property used 
as security on loans of less than 
$400. 

The effect, they said, would be 
to force persons wanting to make 
small loans secured by personal 
property or their cars to go to 
banks to obtain the loan. Smith 
and Long contended the Division 
of Finance regulations discrim- 
'iynate against the small loan 
/companies in favor of the banks 
'on this class of loans. 

When Senator Smith asked 
Shaffner why he had put the “‘dis- 
'criminatory” regulation into ef- 
fect, and what was the basis for 
it, Shaffner replied: 

“All that has been cleared with 
the Governor.” 

Smith then asked the Gover- 
nor’s reasons for favoring the new 
small loan insurance rule. 

“He thought that was what the 
regulation should be.” the Com- 
missioner of Finance answered. 
| Questions by Senators. 
| “Are your views in accordance 
‘with those of the Governor?” Sen- 
ator Smith asked. 
| Visibly uncomfortable in the 
_pos’.ion in which he found him- 
self, Shaffner said: “I’m in an ap- 
|pointive position. I guess that’s 
the way to answer the question.” 
| Senator Long, who owns both 
'banks and small loan companies 
|in Missouri, then asked Shaffner 
‘how he could justify the differ- 
ence in the small loan and bank 
regulations. Shaffner said he did 
not have the “full answer.” 

At the request of Senators 
‘Smith and Long, the Finance 
| Commissioner agreed to ask the 
Attorney General for an opinion 
on the validity of the new regula- 
| tions. 

Shaffner reported that 253 
lending agencies had been licensed 
under the new small loan law, 
authorizing a top interest rate of 
about 27 per cent a year on loans 
up to $400, which was enacted by 
the Legislature last year under 
pressure from the powerful small 
loan lobby. 

The law permits all classes of 
lenders to charge the special high 
rates. But Shaffner said that he 
knew of no banks charging the 
full interest rate permitted by the 
law, and expressed the opinion 
they are not likely to.

LONDON, Jan. 17 (UP)—British 
quarters said today that Japan’s 
decision to recognize.the Chinese 
Nationalist government would 
block all prospects of an armistice 
in Korea and a general settlement 
in the Far East. 

Prime Minister Shigeru Yoshi- 
da’s letter to United States Am- 
bassador-at-large John Foster 
Dulles announcing that Japan will 
not recognize Communist China 
and hopes to conclude a bilateral 
peace treaty with Generalissimo 
Kai-shek’s government was‘a sur- 
prise to the British Foreign Office 

The letter was regarded in dip- 
lomatic quarters as a sharp re- 
buff to British policy in the Far 
East. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said Britain felt no pressure 
should have been brought on 
Japan because under the peace 
treaty it was to have been left 
free to choose which Chinese 
government it would recognize. 
Press and diplomatic quarters 
felt Yoshida’s statement was the

This situation was disclosed in 
yesterday’s report of the Pres- 
ident’s Council of Economie Ad- 
visers by Councillor John D. 
Clark. 

Clark contributed to the report 
a brief paper on the unexpected 
and unpredictable results of gov- 
ernment efforts to control the 
national economy by rules and 
regulations from Washington. His 
paper included this statement: 

“The Treasury now finds no 
market for long-term (bonds) and 
its heavy financing has to be in 
the form of short-term securities 
eligible for bank portfolios.» 

Clark did not expand on the 
reason government long-term 
bonds find no buyers among 
American citizens, but the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York 
came up with the answer a month 
ago: 

Government bonds have rane 
hit by inflation. Barring three 
years, only, the Government. has 
been in the red since 1931. If the 
deficits continue long enough, 
the American dollar also will be 
overtaken. 

The dollar has lost about half 
its value in 12 years or so. _ It 
has been shrinking about five 
per cent a year and that is the 


answer, or much.-of it, to the re- 


luctance of people to exchange 
their money for United States 
long-te bonds. 

The bonds do not pay enough 
interest to cover more than half 
of the annual shrinkage of the 
dollars they represent. They are 
not, therefore, a good investment 
and investors looking for profit, 
or even to break even, will look 
elsewhere. 

The bank discussed a typical 
bond buyer, and put it this way: 

“He ruefully compares the 2

Touring in Texas 
Changing Landscape? 
Over a Vast State 


By Leonard Hall 
, Tex. Jan. 17. 
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T hardly seems possible that less than two weeks 
has gone by since we were going about the 
familiar winter chores at the farm; I starting 
out a half-hour before dusk to put down hay ‘for 
3 the cattle while Ginnie 
touched a match to 
the. kindling on the 
hearth for the evening 
fire and called in 
Mike and Chipper for 
their supper. Yet in 
this short time 
we have traveled 1500 
miles. through a con- 
stantly changing land- 
scape, Visited a half- 
dozen cities across the 
length and breadth of 
the vast state of Texas, 
and made—as always 
happens on our travels 
-——a number of delight- 

ful new friends. 
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THIS TEXAS is an amazing state, as any Texan 
will be the first to admit. Traveling down its 
eastern edge toward Houston we -traversed some 
of the most’ beautiful pine country in the whole 
southland, especially in the area of the Angelina 
National Forest. Texas has only a very small area 
set aside as state or federal forest land, although 
it seemed to me that the future for much of the 
light, sandy soil found as one travels south toward 
the Gulf must lie in the production of timber. We 
saw thousands of acres which had been cleared 
years ago and farmed to cotton until worn out, 
now going back to seedling pine. And there were 
other stands of fairly mature timber where signs 
along the highway showed they were being operated 
as “tree farms,” with proper attention to fire pro- 
tection and selective cutting. When one considers 
what we in Missouri have done on our state and 
federal forest lands in the short space of 15 years 
and then realizes that the annual rate of growth 
of even the short-leaf loblolly pine of the southland 
is twice as rapid as ours, one realizes the tremen- 
dous potential of these southern forests. 
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OUR FIRST PORT OF CALL, so far as our 
Audubon schedule goes, was Houston. This city 
has grown into the largest in the entire south. 


And not satisfied with its location some 50 miles 
from the Gulf, it has converted the Buffalo Bayou 
into a 35-foot deep channel for ocean-going ships. 
Today it is the largest export point in the nation 
for cotton and stands right at the top of the list 
in out-going deep-sea tonnage. The whole area sur- 
rounding the city has become a great industrial 
beehive, with oil refining, chemicals, synthetic rub- 
ber and oil well equipment and supplies heading 
the list of manufactures. Rapid growth has enabled 
Houston to spread out over a broad territory, with 
a downtown area less congested than in most large 
cities and fine residential developments in outlying 
sections. Although our stay Was limited, we did 
have a few minutes on the morning of our depar- 
ture te drive through the beautiful 300-acre campus 
of Rice Institute which is one of the nation’s out- 
atanding privately endowed colleges. Incidentally, 
while we were in the city, the school received a 
$1,500,000 gift from one of the great oil fortunes 
for its geology department, 
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THAT MORNING SAW US on our way to 
Brownwood, a college town located some 350 miles 
to the northwest in the vast open spaces of the 
state. It would be hard to say that the landscape 


along the way offered much of variety or beauty. 
Originally most of this land was devoted to cattle 
raising, but today a good part of it is in cultivation. 
Wheat, cotton, peanuts, corn and some of the big 
sorghums adapted to the area are the main crops. 
The country is flat, rising very gradually as one 
leaves the Gulf Coast. But like most land which 
may be subjected to long periods of dry weather 
and from which the natural cover is removed by 
constant cropping, it erodes easily. Thus terracing 
of the land has come to be standard practice over 
wide areas of the state, and little erosion is visible 
where the slopes are gentle. Cattle are in evidence 
on most of the ranches and they are of far better 
quality than those we found in Arkansas and the 
sand country of east Texas. But we wondered what 
they lived on and were not surprised to learn, 
when we reached Brownwood, that this country has 
suffered ‘a three-year drouth. 
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THIS LONG-PROTRACTED SIEGE of dry 
weather has left the land a bleached-out gray in 
color, relieved here and there by the red of plowed 


fields stretching away to an incredibly distant 
horizon, or by the dusty green of liye oak, sprawl- 
ing Texas cedar, mistletoe and one or two scrubby 
trees which we haven't yet identified. We found 
the people of Brownwood especially hospitable, 
however, and enjoyed our stay. Our hosts were 
Dr. Earl Sanders, biology professor at Howard 
Payne College, and his wife, Gertrude, both of 
whom had roots back in Missouri. Dr. Sanders is 
a Drury College graduate who served his appren- 
ticeship as a field biologist with the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, while his wife has a brother 
living near Sycamore, down on Bryant Creek where 
Hodgson’s Mill is located. She and Ginnie discussed 
recipes for using the fine water-ground cornmeal 
and whole wheat flour which we both have sent to 
us by Fred Leach who operates the mill. The 
audience was as interesting as our hosts, for it 
included, besides a goodly number of young people 
from the college and local high schools, many 
ranchers and their families from the surrounding 
countryside. Now we're heading westward again 
on our journey to the Pacific Coast.

Garlic butter is one of many 
types known as compounded but- 
ters which are butters made by 
adding some flavor to the orig- 
inal product. They add the fin- 
ishing touch to many a dish. 

Garlic butter is made like this: 
Blanche a clove of garlic in a 
few drops of water. Take it out, 
sponge it dry and cream it with 
two tablespoons of butter. 
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HAVING BROUGHT UP the 
subject of compounded butters, 
we may as well go on and com- 
plete our education. These com- 
pounded butters are not only easy 
to make, but they give many a 
dish that air of something special. 
They can be prepared in advance

and stored in the refrigerator 
until needed. 


Almond butter, which is suit- 
able for soup, fish, oysters and 
crab meat, and for certain meat 
and poultry dishes, is made by 
grinding three or four blanched 
almonds, adding a few drops of 
cold water or egg white to pre- 
vent their turning into oil. Cream 
with a tablespoon of butter. 


Anchovy butter, excellent for 
spreading canapes and _  sand- 
wiches and for flavoring fish and 
some meat dishes, is made by 
creaming a tablespoon of butter 
with a piece of anchovy the size 
of a pea. 


Caviar butter, for canapes, 
sandwiches and _ certain fish 
dishes, is made as follows: Pound 
fine a tablespoon of well-drained 
caviar. Put it in a double cheese- 
cloth and squeeze it to remove 
the oily liquid. Cream it with 
equal parts of butter.

AVE you ever noticed that 

some men and women can 

carry a heavy load of work 
without being tired and irritable, 
while others witH less to do are 
tired and easily upset? 

Assuming that both kinds of 
people are in good health, just 
what makes the differenée? How 
is it possible for an executive 
or foreman continually to make 
decisions and remember thou- 
sands of details without blowing 
his top? 

You may say the answer is 
simply a difference in personal- 
ity, but that doesn’t explain 
much. Nor does it indicate how 
we can work toward the goal of 
doing a better job and being less 
tired. 
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THERE IS AN EXPLANATION 
for these differences in people. 
Fortunately, within limits, our 
personalities are not rigid and 
fixed, especially in the first half 
of life. 

The man or woman who can 
do a heavy load of work involv- 
ing decisions and deadlines with- 
out becoming tired is relaxed, 
not tense. He has a calm attitude 
toward his work. As the psychia- 
trists say, he is emotionally ma- 
ture. 

Or, as novelist Lloyd C. Doug- 
las puts it, such a relaxed person 
takes the long view and doesn't 
allow momentary difficulties to 
upset him. Others have put this 
attitude in such terms as having 
faith in God or having faith in 
yourself or your fellow humans. 
But the net result is that such 
men and women work steadily 
without tension. 

Most of us arise in the morn- 
ing fairly relaxed from a good 
night’s sleep. If we can maintain 
that relaxation or tranquility 
throughout the day, we find our- 
selves much less tired in the 
evening. But many people allow 
some little happening to upset 
them and cause tension, anger or 
anxiety. 
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WHEN ANYONE becomes emo- 
tionally upset, muscles tighten 
up. This increased muscular ac- 
tion uses energy and accumulates 
the acids of fatigue just as does

HILDREN love to do what they see grown people do and 
C we should take all possible advantage of that liking to 

promote self-help in them. Very early the baby will try 
to grasp the washcloth and use it on his face. His awkward 
movements are hard for his mother to applaud but it would 
be better for the child if she could do so and encourage him 
to make those few swipes with the cloth. Every time he makes 
an effort to use his hands, his personal power to do some- 
thing useful, he is strengthening his body and setting power 
in his mind. He is growing. 

Mothers are busy people and every minute counts in their 
day but they are spending the day in the service of their 
children and they can render them no greater service than to 
make them independent, self-helpful people as early as pos- 
sible. Let them try. Give them five minutes of exercise in 
self-help when they indicate they would like it and applaud 
their efforts. 
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LEARNING TO DRESS THEMSELVES is a slow task. 
They are awkward and clumsy. They fumble the buttons and 
the strings tangle in their fingers. Stand by with full encour- 
agement in your heart and voice and lend a hand only in 
emergency. Give them time and they will succeed. 

A child entering kindergarten should know how to dress 
himself, be able to put on his own rubbers, sweater, overcoat, 
ski-pants and hood. When he is unable to do this he is at a dis- 
advantage. Other children can and do. The teacher has a big 
group of them to get ready for dismissal, for a rapid drill, 
and the one who has to be helped to dress is going to be in 
a bad place.

Area Is a Rigorous Land Where the Mule, 
Horses, Cattle and Hogs Fit Into Crop 


Cycle—St. Joseph Was Jumping-Off Place 
tor Prairie Schooners and Pony Express

ISSOURI’S upper left-hand 
M corner lies more to the north- 

west than we are likely to 
suspect. Drop a line from the 
westernmost point and it shows 
that Missouri is as far west as 
Topeka. Extend the northern 
boundary to the Pacific and we 
see that Missouri is about as far 
north as Mount Shasta. 

This is the most rigorous part. 
Winter lingers here when spring 
has come to the cotton delta. 
Dwellers in the northwest corner 
have out-of-state neighbors in 
Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa. All 
these states border on the Mis- 
souri above historic St. Joseph, 
the area’s largest city and the 
third city in the state. 

Productive prairie soil and the 
twists and turns of the Missouri 
have done most to shape the char- 
acter and life of Missourians 
above Kansas City. Sometimes 
lackadaisical, sometimes destruc- 
tive, the river-bounds the area on 
the west and south. North to 
Iowa spreads flat farm land, 
broken just enough by the Noda- 
way, Platte, and Grand rivers for 
drainage. Corn first and then 
wheat, tobacco and blue grass 
prosper under the summer sun. 
The Missouri mule, draft and 
riding horses, livestock, dairy 
cattle and hogs fit into the crop 
cycle. Along the waterways course 
great flights of game birds. 

Between Kansas City and St. 
Joseph is the point from which 
to begin our tour. This is where 
a state park honors Meriwether 
Lewis -and William Clark who 
used the Missouri as the highroad 
of their expedition.to the north- 
west, 1804-06. That historic ven- 
ture into the unknown was a 
genuine exploration of the Louis- 
iana Territory, purchased in 1803 
from France. Also it was to satisfy 
Jefferson’s interest in discovery. 
The eager President could not go 
so he sent his secretary, along 
with a younger brother of Gen. 
George Rogers Clark. 

Through the winter of 1803-04, 
they recruited, trained and out- 
fitted on the Illinois bank of the 
Mississippi, at the mouth of Wood 
River, just above St. Louis. On 
May 14, 1804, the expedition set 
out by flatboat and keelboat up 
the Missouri. Six weeks later they 
reached the great bend and turned 
north. One of the camps was at 
Sugar Lake, opposite what is now 
Atchison. It is here that 400 acres 
have been set aside by Missouri 
as a memorial to the courageous 
explorers. 
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HEY ascended the Jefferson 
fork of the Missouri and the 
Snake and then changed over 
to the Columbia. This they fol- 
lowed to the Pacific, where they 
arrived Nov. 7, 1805. After re- 
crossing the Rockies the expedi- 
tion divided so as to increase the 
opportunity for exploration, and 
on Sept. 23, 1806, the trail-blazers 
returned to St. Louis. The in- 
trepid leaders and their hardy 
colleagues, undaunted by savages 
or beasts, had written an epic in 
human co-operation and accom- 
plishment. They had opened the 
way for trappers and traders, ad- 
venturers and settlers. An empire- 
to-be was their debtor forever. 
Yet there was a white precursor 
as far as the site of St. Joseph. 
He was Joseph Robidoux, a St. 
Louis fur trader, who visited the 
area in 1799. Robidoux made 
friends with the Indians and, in 


1827, established a post for the 
American Fur Co. Here he con- 
ducted a thriving trade in furs 
and hides. The 2,000,000-acre 
Platte Purchase (1836), negotiated 
with the Indians for $7500 and 
merchandise, extended Missouri 
west to the river. From this came 
six counties, including Buchanan, 
of which St. Joseph was made the 
seat after prolonged contention. 

The pioneer trading post now 
grew rapidly. By boat from St. 
Louis came staples which were 
exchanged for buffalo hides and 
furs. Trappers, scouts, mountain 
men, Indians, missionaries, trad- 
ers, agents, government represen- 
tatives, and tourists, including 
many Europeans, mingled on the 
narrow French streets. Cholera 
in Independence and Westport 
caused emigrants to detour 
through St. Joseph for the Santa 
Fe and Oregon Trails. 

As the jumping: off place, St. 
Joseph developed an extensive 
prairie schooner, harness and sup- 
ply business. The town was 
ringed about by tent camps while 
parties waited to be outfitted. 
Hearty eating became a tradition 
and the Gold Rush brought still 
more men who wanted to be fed 
well. And so St. Joseph became 
a center of the pioneer meat in- 
dustry. To supply the demand, 
beef cattle and hogs were put out 
on the prairies. In addition to 
this meat trade, which grew until 
St. Joseph became the fifth larg- 
est meat-packing center in the 
world, it also developed the long 
cattle drives to California in the 
1850s. 
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ITHIN a decade, St. Joseph 
W was still another kind of 

western transportation cen- 
ter. A railroad was built from 
Hannibal with St. Joseph as its 
terminus; Joseph Robidoux, now 
76, drove the golden spike. The 
old pioneer lived to see his post 
linked to California by the Pony 
Express launched at St. Joseph 
with froptier hurrahs, April 3, 
1860. “Little Johnnie” Frey was 
the first rider an dhe carried 85 
pieces of mail in a buckskin 
pouch. 

The journey of approximately 
2000 miles was a gigantic relay 
race, with some 75 ponies changed 
in each direction. Buffalo Bill 
Cody was one of the young men 
who sped mounts across the plains 
and through mountain trails. 
Though the service was weekly 
and then twice-weekly, only once 
was a trip missed in a year and 
a half. 

With the completion of a tele- 
graph line from the Missouri to 
California, in October 1861, the 


need for the Pony Express for 


trans-continental communication 
was gone. Financially it was a 
failure which virtually ruined its 
promoters, the freighting firm of 
Russell, Majors and Waddell. 
Short though the life of the Pony 
Express was, it carried west news 
of Lincoln’s election and early 
engagements in the Civil War. 
The stables at 912 Penn street, 
St. Joseph, are associated by 
tradition with the Pony Express 
and a statue of the first rider 
astride his pony is a St. Joseph 
landmark. 

Three houses in St. Joseph are 
of unusual interest. The long, low 
brick structure at 219-25 Poulin 
street was the home of Joseph 
Robidoux and his clan and there 
he died in 1868. The brick house 
at 425 North Eleventh street was 
the home of Eugene Field after

his marriage to Julia Comstock. 
It was about a shaded street from 
North Eighteenth to Ashland av- 
enue that he wrote “Lovers’ Lane, 
St. Joe.” The small frame cottage, 
now situated on United States 
Route 71 near Mitchell avenue, is 
the dwelling in which Jesse James 
lived under the alias of “Howard.” 
There he was killed by his for- 
mer lieutenant, Bob Ford, for the 
$10,000 reward. 


The story of Jesse James is 
one of the strangest in American 
annals. Son of a minister from 
Kentucky, he was born in 1843, 
on a farm near Kearney, between 
Kansas City and St. Joseph. Jesse, 
along with his older brother, 
Frank, was caught in the border 
fighting over slavery and both 
joined Quantrill’s band of Con- 
federate guerrillas. 

Declared outlaws when the war 
ended, the James brothers affil- 
jated with Coleman Younger to 
form the most notorious of 
American brigand bands. Bank 


robbery was their specialty, but 


under Jesse James’s leadership 
they initiated train robbery, July 
21, 1873, at Adair, Ia. For 10 
years the gang was amazingly suc- 
cessful. However, only Jesse and 
Frank escaped from the attack on 
the Northfield bank in 1876. 
There came a period of quiet, 
then a new round of robberies 
and finally a popular determina- 
tion to stop the James depreda- 
tions. Following a law enforce- 
ment campaign (1880), the gang 
broke up and Jesse became 
“Thomas Howard” in the cottage 
in St. Joseph. Good-natured and 
in some ways a kindly man, Jesse 
James remains one of the most 
puzzling characters in the nation- 
al gallery. 

Almost every town has its 
famous native. Laclede is Gen. 
John J. Pershing’s birthplace and 
Edinburg is the birthplace of Gen. 
Enoch H. Crowder. State. parks 
have been created in memory of 
each of these military leaders. 
From Princeton, Martha Canary 
went to the Black Hills to be- 
come Calamity Jane. Plattsburg 
started Oscar Odd MclIntire on 
his way to New York and fame 
and fortune as a Broadway col- 
umnist who never forgot the 
folks back hgme. Homer Croy, 
humorist and novelist, author of 
“West of the Water Tower” and 
“Corn Country” boosts his native 
Nodaway county in season and 
out. Dale Carnegie salutes Mary- 
ville as the start of his winning 
friends and influencing people. 
Hamilton’s James C. Penney has 
built a chain of more than 1500 
stores.. St. Joseph’s Thomas J. 
Pendergast rose in machine poli- 
tics to rank with Tammany’s Boss 
Tweed. Jeanne Eagles created an 
unforgettable Sadie Thompson 
and Courtney Ryley Cooper ran 
away from home to be a circus 
clown and became the storyteller 
of the big top. 
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INERAL waters with saline, 
M catcium, iron and other prop- 

erties have made Excelsior 
Springs a leading spa. For many 
Missourians, however, the water- 
ing town is the scene of the 
“mulesta.” This mule fair has 
assembled on one September day 
as much as $100,000 worth of the 
lop-eared, hoarse-voiced, hard- 
pulling, sometimes perverse but 
generally agreeable beasts of bur- 
den. They developed as a pack 
animal for the Santa Fe trail. 
Mule production expanded until 
Missouri claimed the tough

In view of the fact that North- 
South did not even reach game, 
their concern over the bidding 
understandable! | 

It was of course North’s fault, 
exclusively, that the bidding 
stopped so far short of a worth- 
while goal, and it was North’s 
first action—his response to one 
club—which was about 80 per 
cent responsible for what fol- 
lowed. Obviously, North bid the 
one no-trump to show a weakish 
hand, but this is not the proper 
procedure when the opening bid 
has been one club. In expert hid- 
ding, the weakest bid is the 
cheapest bid, and one no-trump 
over one club is not cheap be- 
cause it by-passes three lower 
calls, namely, one diamond, one 
heart and one spade. Thus, ex- 


perts reserve the no-trump re- 


sponse to a club for hands of 
average or slightly better than 
average honor strength—i.e., 
hands containing an ace, a king, 
a queen and a jack, or a little 
better. With weaker holdings, 
they either pass, or answer the 
club bid with a diamond, even 
though they may have only a 
three-card diamond suit. 

In this case, obviously, North 
had a natural diamond response 
(or he could even have bid one 
heart), and South, hearing a dija- 
mond response, could have jumped 
all the way to game, at least, in 
that suit. It is true that North, 
even after his initial error, could 
have ventured to raise South's 
three-diamond rebid, but things 
would have gone much smoother 
if North had started off on the 


right foot.

One of the most attractive ways 
of serving either fish is in scallop 
shells. These are really small 
casseroles, so shallow that the 
filling will bake very quickly. 
Soft bread crumbs mixed with 
the oil drained from the can and 
well seasoned with lemon juice 
and mustard will stretch the fish 
by several servings. 


A tuna or salmon pie calls for 
a combination of the flaked fish 
with a cream sauce seasoned with 
grated cheese. This is placed in 
a rather deep pie pan. Small 
lemon flavored biscuits are ar- 
ranged on top before baking in a 
hot oven. Either fish can be used 
as a foundation for a loaf which, 
after baking, should be served 
with a>cheese, mushroom or to- 
mato sauce.

WE MAY THINK of the mole 
as a rival. The mole is an ex- 
cellent digger, and is very rapid, 
but it works just under the sur- 
face of the ground. As it goes 
along, it makes a little ridge, the 
widely known molehill. 

Gophers perform a harder task. 


T ani greatest engineers in the 


‘They dig into solid ground, and 


make tunnels which are hundreds 
of times as long as their bodies. 

Almost 100 kinds of pocket go- 
phers are known. They differ in 


length—some are only six or sev- 
en inches long when full grown, 


but others measure 12 or 13 inch- 
es. The average weight is about 
three fourths of a pound. 


When a gopher sets to work on 
its digging, it uses its long incisor 
teeth and the long, sharp claws of 
its front feet. 

More of the digging is done 
with the claws than with the teeth. 
When too little headway can be 
made with the claws, the teeth are 
employed, If a récky area bars 
the way, the gopher turns the 
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
